THK SENTINEL can add but little to- 
day to the sensational particulars of the 
suicide of Mr. O. A. Simons, so fully de- 
tailed in its columns last evening. 
Cor- 
oner Dinnen reviewed the remains yes- 
terday afternooQ and will conclude his 
investigations Monday. 
Mr. J. C. Pel- 
tier immediately thereafter prepared tue 
body for burial and all that is mortal of 
the deid banker rests under a shroud 
m the front parlor of hie home, on 
Brackenridge street. 


His brothers and sisters arrived here 
last night and sad were the scenes as 
they bent over the form of their brother. 
His mother was expected this afternoon, 
¿he is very feeble and strong hearts 
trembled at the thought of her seeing 
her dead son. 


It seems that his illness assumed a 
phase sufficiently grave to prompt Mr. 
ciimons to prepare for the worst and the 
nigtit before his death Judge Taylor and 
Mr. P. A. Randall formulated, or at 
least made additions to his will. 
On a 
table in his room were notes of his prop- 
erty and business interests and the 
points involved in the electric light 
patent, which Judge Taj lor, as counsel, 
was considering, 
preparatory to their 
advocacy in the courts. 
The document 
wili, of course, not be opened until after 
the funeral, 


Mr. Simons had but few intimate 
friends, but to them he was true and 
steadfast. 
He was a man of generous 
public impulses, notwithstandiug that 
he led a recluse life since the death of 
his 
wife and 
babe. 
He 
watched 
public events closely, 
weighed men 
in his 
keen mind 
and 
made in- 
vestments that would have placed him 
among ihe millionaires of the country 
within ten y eurs. As it is, it is esitmated 
that he has accumulated three quarters 
of a million doUars. 
He owned $105,000 
of First National bank stock, 
worth 
$130,000, and $29,000 of old national 
bank stock, worth $37,U00; also $35,000 
of Pittsburg and Port Wayne railroad 
stock wor;h $50,000 and $25,000 of de- 
benture bondts worth $Z9,0J0 and other 
stocks in the Electric Light company. 
Organ company and other sources that 
will make his cash securities worth at 
least $300,000. 
He had fully $100,000 
invested in the lumber company at Cud- 
ilac, Michigan, and owns a farm of eleven 
huudred ucjes at piymotith worth $100,- 
000. 
He owns three valuable farms in 
this county and large tracts of pine lands 
in Michigan and Mississippi. 
All this 
will foot up over $700,000 and he does 
not owe a dollar iu the world. 


He was president of the First National 
bank, president of the Mitchell Lumber 
company, of Cadillac, Mich., president 
ot the Fort Wayne Jenney Elecfcric Light 
compauy, and a director in the Star Iron 
Tower compauy, a director in the Jenny 
Electric Light and Power company and 
identitied with nearly every public en- 
terprise in the city. 


•He has not actively officiated with any 
church, but was a Mason and a member 
of Summit City lodge of this city. 


The First national bank was open to- 
day but for necessary business and 
everywhere the sole topic of conversa- 
tion is the sad suicide of the president. 
His death briugs sorrow to mauy a heart 
and out of respect for his memory at 
least 100 people absented themselves 
fiom the theaire last night. 


Messrs. li. T. McDonald, Perry A. 
Randall, George H. Wilson and Ceil 
Higgins were selected by the relatives to 
make 
arrangements for the funeral. 
They have named Tuesday morning, at 
11 o'clock, ae the time of burial. 
The 
remains will lie in state Monday after- 
noon and the public will be permitted to 
view them then. 
The funeral ser- 
vices will be conducted at the house by 
Revs. D. W. Moffat and D, S. Kennedy. 
At 4 o'clock, this afternoon, the com- 
mittee met to select pall bearers. 


As we go to press Hon. Wm. Fleming, 
J. H. Bass, S. B, Bond, C. D. Law and 
Will Morris had been selected as pall- 
bearers, with others to name.

was addressed. 
"Get away from me. 
Don't come near me," cried Mr. Es- 
mond, who attempted 
to evade his 
friends, eyeing them all the while as 
would a maniac. 


"Why, what's the matter, George," re- 
joined Mr. Higgins, who at the same 
moment grasped the man by the arm. 


"They accuse 
me 
of killing Mr. 
Simons down town and yon know I 
loved him." 


The gentlemen gathered about him to 
assure him of their condemnation of the 
report when Mr. Esmond again grew 
furious and said: 
"Let me go. 
I want 
to getaway from this town." 


It took three men to hold him and 
while their strong arms grasped him he 
was seized with a fit and writhing in 
agony fell to the sidewalk. 
He was con- 
veyed to Gumpper's bakery and medical 
aid summoned. 
His wife was soon at 
his side and he seemed to recognize her 
momentarily, but all else to him was 
blank. 


Later the man was removed to his 
home and it is doubtful if he regains his 
reason, although at this writing he is 
resting easy.

"Wo can 
clasp bands with the Youug Meu'dChris- 
tian Association iu their work.

work of lifting n>.en; and when you lift a 
man, no matter what bis occupation is, 
he will be a better railroad man, and

work, I say, is worthy of the support 
of every honest man aud woman iu the 
laud. 
I am glad to know that God has 
put it in the miuds of the railroad man- 
agers to establish reading rooms where 
any one, engineer or other employe, is 
at liberty to spend his leisure hours, 
and may fiud interesting reading mat- 
ter, games and amusements of every 
good kiud. 
How mucti better that is 
than to force them to fiud amusement 
elsewhere as they usvd to do long ago. 
In those days if you wanted to find a 
railroad man—you needn't get angry if 
I 
tell 
you 
the 
truth—where 
would you 
fiud 
him? 
Let 
us 
be 
honest; you could always find him 
in the liquor saloons. 
These are facts. 
There is little of that kind, I say, going 
on now. 
There may be here and there 
isolated cases, but they are the excep- 
tions, not the rule, whereas twenty-five 
years ago it was the rule, and I know it 
to be a fact. I know that these reading 
rooms, established by the railroad man- 
agers in different parts of this country 
are doing a grand work. 


"I would urge upon young men who 
are employed upon our railroads to 
strive to be men, and I want to say that 
notwithstanding we have good men in 
our organization, I wish I could say 
that every man was a Christian man, be- 
cause I regard that as the highest type 
of manhood."

That of many a woman of 
society, so called, who recognizes in 
"society" it.seif a sphere for conscien- 
tious duty—so that the tone of a whole 
town or city may sometimes be said to 
be kept up or let down according as the 
leading "society Avoman" is a person of 
character or a doll. 
That of many a 
woman in some log caltin on the fron- 
tier, whose "society"consists in a dozen 
children of her own and jierhaps two or 
three more tali en in from charity; the 
woman Avho, nameless and noteless, 
maintains that average quality among 
our American people tliat cui] always be 
relied upon to send from obscurity a 
Lincoln or a Grant in time of imminent 
need. 
Beyond all these, perhaps, in 
total infiuence, ranks the great army of 
women teachi-rs, spreading their un- 
seen and daily labors through every 
school districi; from Cape Cod to the 
Golden Gate; smoothing the waste 
places, equalizing all our civilization, 
doing the most for the jjoorest; and 
again, in the u}>per regions of educa- 
tion, rising into the work of such mis- 
sionaries of the highest training as Mary 
Lyon in the past, or Alice Freeman in 
the present.

grass-plot, or the shelter of a tent; and 
in the midst of a ring of spectators, all 
gazing at him Avith intense Avatchfulness, 
he calmly performs tricks which look 
like miracles.

the inexperienced bride and the proper 
care-takers of tlie young mother and 
her infant offspring. From the mother- 
in-law are learned the arts of house- 
keeping. 
Undei her eyes all purchases 
are made from the huckster or female 
peddler, for a visit to the bazaar by a 
young wife before she has blessed her 
husband with children would be con- 
sidered a scandal among tlie upper, 
middle, or tradesman class. 
Only 
among the very poor or the villagers 
does the 2^oung wife, save on ceremonial 
occasions, leave the shadow of her hus- 
band's roof-trse during the first y«ar of 
her marriage. 


But the first year of wifehood has 
passed away, and relatives and friends 
have been summoned to celebi*ate the 
happy birth of a son or daughter. If the 
former, then indeed is the position of 
the wife a hai>i)y one. She receives 
the congratulations of her friends and 
acquaintances and holds liigh festival. 
Her husband dignifies her by the title 
of "Mother of Hassan," or whatever tlie 
little one's name may be, and from that 
day her own name is no longer used. 
If she is only blessed with a daughter, 
still slie is not cursed with sterility, 
that terror of the Oriental woman; and 
she may hojje that heaven may yet 
bless her with a son. 


Consulted in all matters, the Persian 
wife is her husband's trusted confidant 
and counselor. 
'"But she is veiled, the 
l>oor thing, closely veiled!" exclaims 
the jiitying Englishwoman. 
W^s, she 
is veiled. 
And loatli she Avould be to 
I)art with Vf'hat she looks on as a distinc- 
tion and a privilege. 
To her the veil is 
the badge of modesty and the token of 
resjjeetabilitN'. 


And has she any accomplishments, 
any education, or is she merely the 
mother of the children? 
These ques- 
tions are easily answered. 
Many of the 
Persian middle-class women are highly 
educated, according to Oriental ideas.

It was changed to the crown of a 
dutchess. A white ribbon made into a 
cockade on the hat of Henry IV. gained 
the battle of Ivr}-. Later on these 
ribbons, red, blue, and white, became 
the French colors, and went round the 
world as the "tricolor." The Renais- 
sance is full of glorious ribbons, given, 
lost, and retained. In the history of 
j.ast loves these little links remain 
when years have changed, and after 
l^ortraits have been effaced by tears 
and kisses. 
Mary Stuart died for a 
black velvet ribbon, which she gave to 
Leicester, which he 
always 
wore. 
Elizabeth could not forgive that. Buck- 
ingham was assassinated for certain 
wliite satin ribbons with diamond tags 
—the dear and dangerous present of 
Anne of Austria. A rose and silver 
ribbon carelessly detached from the 
King's coat was found in the corsage of 
Mile, de la Yalliere ; it betrayed their 
secret. 
Agnes said to Arnolj^he : "He 
has

me. " 
Perria 
Daudia 
cries 
out in "Lea Plaid- 
eurs:" "Each of thy ribbons costs me 
a sentence," Behold the cross of St. 
Louis, dii>ped in the blood of the 
heroes of Steinkirk : what a glorious 
stained ribbon ! • The blood of the war- 
rior has deepened and the sun of Aus- 
terlitz has faded the ribbon, the red 
from whicli hangs the cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor Î No age cherished red 
riblion like the eighteenth century. Is 
not that the age of Wattcau, of lakes 
and moonlight, with lovers, sheidierd- 
esses covered with roses, white lambs 
led Avith blue ribbons? The age of 
Pompadour! For men the knot on the 
slioulder and the sword commemorated 
the tenderest superstitions of chivalry. 
The grand cordon of even the cross of 
the commander was secondary to the 
bow in his laces. 


What a variety in ribbons. The Fon- 
tenoy, the Marie Antoinette, the Jean 
Ja((nes, the Estelle, the Heloise, the 
Ciiembia, the watered ribbon, the saith 
ribbon, the figured, the flowered, the 
brocaded, the Chinese, the American, 
the Turkish. The mourning ribbon 
conies last, tying the bonnet of the 
weeping 
widow 
or 
heart-broken 
mother. 
Massena marched to victory 
with a ribbon of Mme. Becamier, 
whicli she had taken from her ball- 
dress. He V» rote to the beautiful giver : 
"Tliis charniing ri]»bon, given by jMnie. 
Kecaniier, has been carried thronph 
many battles by the General Massena: 
it has always brought him victory." 
For a cockade Paris has been on fire 
six times; during the league, during 
the Frond, during tlie Bevolution, un- 
der the Directoire, during the Hundred 
Days, in the Three Glorious Days, and 
to-morrow, perha})s. 
And Mussett, 
mingling 
war and jdeasure, writes: 
"Hap])y he who can put the cockade in 
the ca]i of jNIinni Pinson. " 
The ribbons 
of the Crimea and Italy ornament the 
uniforms of the gay dancers at balls. 
To-day we wear the ribbons of Tonquin 
at our fetes. It is our latest victory. 
After all, glory is not a vain work. \Ve 
find our heroes of to-day 
fascinated 
with the cross of the Legion of Honor 
that they are willing to dip the ril)bon 
which fastens it in their blood. We 
bow before these young heroes who in 
an age of money-getting will give their 
youth, tlreir pleasure, their life to de- 
fend their countiy, asking no other 
recompense than a bit of red ribbon. 
Like the men of the past, they will di(î 
for that little symbol which means : "It 
is sweet and pleasant to die for one's

Floating on the current of new.spaper 
literature is an item stating that if in 
the deep stillness one listens to a faintly- 
heard sound, like that of the ticking of 
a watcli, it will be noticed that at irreg- 
ular intervals tlie tones are wholly 
inaudible, while at other times tlu^y are 
distinctly recognized. The item also 
savs that an Italian scientist has ascer- 
tained by experiments on diflerent per- 
sons that the intervals of silence usually 
vary between seven and twenty-two 
siîconds; wh'ile the periods of sound- 
perception are between 
seven and 
eleven seconds in duration with a 
maximum of fifteen. He also foimd 
that the variation was not due to ex- 
traneous sounds nor to the blood circu- 
lation or respiration, and concludes that 
it results from the inability to keep the 
attention for long periods at a sufficient 
degree of tension for the perception of 
faint sounds, or ¡possibly to a variable 
physiological receptivity in the auditory 
nerves. 


This is like much of the "scientific" 
information found in the columns of 
the daily papers, except that its state- 
ments are more easily disproved than 
those of items of its class are usually. 
It is true that sounds made by some 
machinery do vary in intensity or loud- 
ness; but it is also true that in the tick- 
ing of many watches and clocks no such 
irising and falling in sound can be-de^

Moreover, it hi found that when one of 
the clocks "whispers," as * the children 
call it, to one it whispers at that instant 
to all who may be listening.

"scientific" explanation of the variation 
in sound is that there are irregularities 
in the mechanicism too slight to seri- 
ously aflFect its usefulness, but great 
enough to affect the sound it makes.— 
Chicago Times. 


HOW OSE SHOULD 
BATHF. 


In a general way, it may be said that 
cold bathing is salutary when a vigor- 
ous habit exists; it is injurious when 
the general strength is too feeble to ad- 
mit of reaction under its influence. It 
is also to be employed when the system 
is relaxed by indolent habits, sleepless- 
ness, and mental tinrest. During con- 
valescence from fevers and tedious ill- 
nesses, its cautious use is productive of 
good results. Persons who "take cold" 
easily will find the daily bath of cold 
water a most effectual means of pre- 
vention. 
The corpulent need its tonic 
influence; the same may properly be 
said of the dyspeptic and those of the 
so-called bilious temperament. 


Many who might prudently indulge 
in cold-water bathing do so at first with 
fear and trembling. But this reluc- 
tance can easily be overcome. To learn 
to regard it as a luxury on^ should be- 
gin with tepid water, lowering the tem- 
perature each day. A cold bath should 
always be of short duration. Its bene- 
fit is in the first impression made on the 
skin and nerves. 
The impression 
should always be sudden. The effect is 
then uniform. If the water is entered 
hesitatingly, the blood is driven from 
the lower extremities to the upper 
parts. The shower-bath is especially 
advocated for its sudden and general 
shock, and its application to the head. 
Very many lack the conveniences of 
bathing, and yet none can be denied 
sponge baths. These are easily applied 
and are a general luxury. The ancient 
theory that, after violent exercise, and 
while perspiring 
freely, the body 
should be allowed to cool before im- 
mersion is no longer accepted. 
It 
would certainly be jiidicious to exer- 
cise before bathing, the body's temper- 
ature being thus elevated and reaction 
after the ai>plication of cold insured. 


The average duration of the bath 
should be from five to ten minutes for 
children, fifteen minutes for women, 
and but little longer for men. To de- 
lay much beyond these periods is a per- 
nicious practice, inviting debility and 
injury. On leaving the water the body 
should be rubbed with a coarse towel 
until the skin is heated and reddened. 
Afterward a brief brisk walk should be 
taken. 
Those who feel weak and de- 
pressed would do well to take a cup of 
tea or coflee. More powerful stimu- 
lants should rarely be used. 


After diving, or when the head has 
been submerged and the nasal passages 
^re filled with water, bathers will fre- 
quently make violent eximlsive elTorts 
to clear them by closing first one nos- 
tril and then the other. 
The danger is 
that in so doing they sometimes force 
water from the l)ack part of the passage 
up the tube to the middle ear, causing 
a "craeklino sensation." and lay the 
foundation for catarrhal inilammation. 
By taking a deep inspiration, suddenly 
closing the mouth and expelling the air 
through the nose, it will be equally as 
ellectualand the danger referred to ob- 
viated.

The text was Proverbs, xxiii. 35: 
"When 
shall I awake? I will seek it yet again." 


With nn insight into human nature such 
as no other man ever reached, Solomon, in 
my text, sketches the mental operations of 
one who. having stepped aside from the 
path of rectitude, desires to retm-n. 
With 
a wish for something better, he said: "When 
shall I awake? 
When shall I come out of 1 the 
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brouK^t oat a corpse, tfy frieiidf, fbert 
aze ^onsands and teibof thousands of 
men losing their sonla is that way. It is 
the one round more. 


I have also to say that if a man wants to 
retnm from evil practices society repulses 
him. 
Desirincr to lefonu, he says: "Now, 
I will shake ofi my old associates, and I 
will find Christian companionship." And 
he appears at the church door some Sab- 
bath day, and the usher greets him with a 
look, as much'as to say: 
"Why, you here? 
You are the last man I ever expected to see 
at church! Come, take this seat right down 
by the door!" instead of saying: 
"Good 
morning; I am glad you are here. 
Come; 
I will give you a ^t>rate seat, right up 
by the pulpit." 
Well, the prodigal, not yet 
discouraged, enters a prayer meeting, and 
some Christian man, with more zeal than 
common sense, says: 
"Glad to see you. 
The dying thief was saved, and I suppose 
there is mercy for you!" 
The yoxmg man, 
disgusted, chilled, throws himself back on 
his dignity, resolved he never will 
enter 
house* of God again. 
Perhaps not 


this horrid nightmare of iniquity?" But 
seized upon by unerndicated habit and 
forced down hill by his passions he cries 
out: "I will seek it yet again. 
I will try 
it once more." 


Our libraries are adorned with an elegant 
literature addressed to younfj: men, point- 
ing out to them all the dangers and perils 
of life—complete 
maps of the voyage, 
showing all the rocks, the quicksands, the 
ehoals. 
But suppose a man has already 
made shipwreck; suppose he is already off 
the track; suppose be has already 
gone 
astray, how is he to get back? 
That is a 
field comparatively nntonched. 
I propose 
to address myself this njorning to such. 
There are those in tins audience who, with 
every passion of their ufionized soul, are 
ready to hear suc-h a diecnssion. 
They 
compare themselves with what they were 
ten years ago, and cry out j'roin the bond- 
age in which they are incarcerated. Now, 
if there be any in the house, come with an 
earnest purpose, yet feeling they are be- 
yond the pale of Christian sympathv, and 
that the sermon can hardly be expected to 
address them, then, at this moment, 1 give 
them my right hand, and call them brother. 
I.ook up. 
There is glorious and triumphant 
hope for you yet. I sound the trumpet of 
gospel deliverance. 
The churcli is ready 
to spread a banquet at your return, and the 
hierarchs of heaven to fall into line of 
bannered procession at the news of your 
emancipation. So far as God may hel^j me, 
I propose to show what are the obstacles 
of your return, and then how you are to 
surmount those obstacles. 


The lirst difficulty in the way of your re- 
turn is the força of moral gravitation. Just 
as there is a natural law which brings 
down to the eai-th anything you throw into 
the air, so there is a corresponding moral 


quite fully disgusted about reformation, 
he sides up by some highly-respectable 
man he used to know, going down the 
street, and immediately the respectable 
man has an errand down some other street! 
Well, the prodigal, wishing to return.takes 
some member of a Christian association 
by the hand, or tries to.

your body, mind, and soul, an encourage- 
ment that wjis just what you needed ? You 
do not know anything at all about this un- 
less you know when a man tries to return 
from evil courses of conduct he runs against 
repulsions innumerable. 
We say of some 
man, he lives a block or two from the church 
or naif a mile from the church. 
There are 
people in our crowded cities who live 1,000 
miles from church. 
Vast deserts of indif- 
ference between them and the house of God. 
The fact is, we must keep our respectability, 
though thousands and tens of thousands 
perish. 
Christ sat with publicans and sin- 
ners. 
But if there came to the house of 
God a man with marks of dissipation upon 
him, people almost threw their hands up in 
hoiTor, as much as to say : " Isn't it shock- 
ing ? " 
How these dainty, fastidious Chris- 
tians in all our churches are going to get 
into heaven I don't know, unless they have 
an especial train of cars, cushioned and up-

Just as you may pick up 
from the earth something and hold it in 
your hand toward heaven, just so, by the

Behold in their 
ranks, then, not oniy your fuiure busi-

He died so 
poor that he couldn't have paid for a doctor's 
prescription to go out of the vvorld respecta- 
bly on. And if he had known beforehand 
about Washington citj' and the United 
States congressmen, he certainly never would 
have" discovered America. He would have 
minded his business and kept his eye on the 
wool carding line. 


So far as is known there is not in North 
America this day a single monument to Cris. 
Our country treats him as everybody else did. 
One in St. Louis will be finished by 189^ and 
dedicated on the 400th amiiversary of the dis- 
covery of San Salvador. Thus St. Louis will 
be the first to build a statue to the mau who 
wa-s the greatest crank of his time. The 
statue is the outcome of a movement on the 
part of St. Louis citizens. It is to be cast at 
the great government bronze foundry in 
Munich, as the Cincinnati fountain was. The 
same artist also designed it, Ferdinand von 
Jlueller himself. It is to be of heroic size, 
standing ten feet high. In it Christopher the 
Crank is supposed to bo standing at the prow 
of his vessel, beholding the fii-st sight of land. 
The monument will be set u]) in Tower G rove 
park, and will have a j)edestal designed by 
Professor Rohmeis, of Municti.

"Nothing is so exaggerated or mys- 
terious to the outside 
world as the 
'Make-up' process of actors," said a 
prominent member of the profession to 
a Now York 
Mail and Express re- 
porter. 


"Well, I suppose actresses adopt the 
same processes as fashionable women?" 


"Not a bit of it. 
Actresses have to 
follow simijle and quick methods to 
make up for a stage appearance. T h e 
actress who wishes to make a good ap- 
pearance usually 
washes h e r face in 
water and then in bay-rum. 
Oriental 
cream or a whitish liquid is next ap- 
plied Avith a sponge. 
When the face 
is dry it is then powdered with the 
finest 
chamois skin. 
Then the back- 
ground, as it wore, is ready, and car- 
mine is delicately distributed with a 
fine velvet s])onge over the features 
The lips next receive attention by the 
homeopathic ajiplication of a red liquid. 
All of this is done with incredible swift- 
ness and without any apparent effort to 
obtain artistic effect. 
The 
particular 
part of the toilet now begins—pencil- 
ing t h e eyebrows. 
A small 
camcl's- 
hair 
brush, of the best quality, is 
moistened with the finest India ink, and 
work on the CA'ebrows is fairly inaugu- 
rated. 
A delicate lino is also 
drawn 
under the lashes on the lower lid. This 
is the way tl;o actress prepares to make 
her appearance upon the stage when she 
is personating a character that does 
not require her to look older than she 
really is. 
In that case, of course, she 
uses cosmetics and i)aints to i>roduco 
wi-inlvles and the necessary aged ap- 
pearance. 
Lead-iiencils No. 1 are fre- 
quently used instead of India ink to 
pencil the eyebrows. 
The 
enameling 
process, Avhich originated in France, is 
very rarely resorted to on account of 
its baneful effects. I t gives the face a 
ghost-like, waxy look, and it is far fn-om 
being beautiful. I t is a perfect art, 
though, and frequently very 
old ac- 
tresses can builil a new and youthful face 
for the stage with enamel. 
Used to a 
great extent it tills the pores of the 
skin and prisons the muscular glands, 
producing disease,^ 
Some of the great 
and successful actresses, however, have 
outfits that a harem of Oriental v.omen 
might envy. 
To enumerate a few of 
the 
articles: 
Glycerine, 
India-ink, 
}»owdcrs, cnrniino, lead-poncil, sponge, 
powdor-puils, crimps, frizzes, 
chamois 
skin, pugs, braids, hairj)ins, piece of 
ste(d for short ciu'ls, tooth-paste, 
bay 
rum, Florida Avater, arsenic, nail-brush, 
tweezers for pulling out gray hairs, car- 
danion seetl, dyes, aromatic pills for the 
brea'^h, invigoratorM, sheet of zinc for 
curling hair, two hand glasses, besides 
other articles. 
The effect of long .years 
of painting a face is quite visible and 
noticeable by the generally dead ap- 
pearance of the skin. I Avould advise 
every actor and actress to pay a great 
deal of attention to scrubbing their 
faces after a ])( rformance. 
They do 
wash the paint otT, but oftentimes, being 
in a hurry, they do not wash 
hard 
enough. 
There is an art in "making- 
uo' as well as in acting."

The mind eats an idea. 
The image 
absorbed must be either retained and 
digested or it must be vomited back 
into forgetfulness. 
This theory alone 
explains the fact that the rural-bred 
boy so uniformly excels in strong com- 
mon sense the crammed occupant of 
our city schools. 
Constant retching 
destroys the vigor of the stomach ; so, 
t>e perpetual cram of matter which no- 
iody expects will be retained is making 
our school children mental dyspeptics. 
Headers, of the biographies of self- 
made men note tho fact that these self- 
builders had a very limited supply of 
printed matter ; therefore such as they 
had w^as well digested. I have made 
this matter a subject of thought for 
several years. 
The profession of ped- 
agogy can never obtain its due recogni- 
tion until the mind's state is known be- 
yond cavil. As a preliminary stej) to 
this desideratum I am ijcrfecting an ap- 
paratus by nieans of which the opera- 
tions of the mind may be noted and 
timed. I use a stop watch to take the 
time consumed in the absorption of an 
image by the brain through the ear and 
through the eye. 
By deducting the 
time employed by a mere mechanical 
repetition of the names of the images 
employed, I get the period actually 
consumed in the process of mental di- 
gestion. 
The ditference of time re- 
quired among a class of pupils to re- 
ceive and return an image of the mind 
is really astonishing. 
It must be borne 
in mind that when an intelligible sound 
enters the brain through the ear, the 
brain must rapidly seize upon some 
standard object of the kind and build 
up a brain countei-part 
before the 
sound becomes live enough to return 
again to the teacher. 
Thus, if I call 
out "pig," the pupil seizes upon some 
mental picture of an animal familiar to 
all ; it is erected in the brain structure 
and is then ready for reiteration. By 
going about a class of forty pupils, giv- 
ing every one a word in rapid success- 
ion, I get the exact time of the exer- 
cise. By repeating to myself, in the 
same common time, the words used, I 
am enabled to get tlie difference of 
time betAveeri the receipt and delivery 
and the mere delivery. 
This time rep- 
resents the period of mental digestion. 
I think the process can and will be re- 
du3ed to a scientific basis. I think, 
too, that in tho hereafter the services 
of a teacher will be measured in part 
by scientific calculation, such as here 
outlined. 
When this can be done there 
will be a new era for professional 
school teachers and a hegira for mere 
school keepers.—San Francisco 
Call. 


Oleomargarine; 


No person with a keen sense of taste 
can be deceived about oleomargarine. 
Butter is pure oil. 
P u t a little in a 
warm 
place and see how quickly it 
liquefies. 
If tho temperature comes 
close to boili>g the butter is "oiled," 
and unfit for food. 
Try the same ex- 
periment with oleomargarine. I t will 
not harm it, and you will find it difficult 
to melt it if you drop it in boiling 
water. I t will'dissolve like tallow, not 
like butter. I t also cuts like tallow, 
with a sort of metallic glint. 
Oleomsir- 
garine, if "flavored" Avith true butter 
and made into "prints," always keeps 
the print in the original clear lines. 
Yon can handle it without crushing it. 
It seems as if it had just come oft' ice. 
The first time I ever found it on a table 
I thought it the handsomest butter I 
had OA'er seen. I t was at a hotel in 
Saratoga, where board was $5 a day. I 
tasted it, could not swallow it. I n two 
hours my mouth was sore, poisoned b y 
pvicmic germs in this pretty butter! I 
did uot 
connect the two things, and 
continued every morning to touch t h e 
butter t o my tongue, in the vain hop© 
of 
findingsomething 
eatable. After five 
or six days a well-knoAvn member of the 
Boston Board of Trade paused beside 
my table and said, "Mrs. Dall, I hope 
you are not trying to eat that poison V" 
And then I discovered what the sub- 
stance was. 
The sore mouth continued 
for four months! I ought to add that 
oleomargarine is gritty, though the grit 
is very fine, and it will not cream 
smooth with sugar or without, like true 
butter.—Caroline H. Dall, in

The Maliogany Tree. 


Full grown, the mahogany tree is one 
of the monarch s of tropical America,

fifteen tons, and sometimes measures as 
much as seventeen feet in length and 
four and a half to five and a half feet 
in diameter, one tree furnishing tAVo, 
three or four such logs. 
Some trees 
have yielded 12,000 sujjerficial feet, and 
at average prices have sold for $15,000.

Senator Arthur P. Gorman is the son 
of a respectable citizen of Washington, 
and the grandson of an Irishman. 
Ed- 
ucated at the public schools in Howard 
Ci>unty, Md., he was appointed, when 
thirteen years of age, a page in the 
Senate of the United States. 
Prompt, 
truthful, and attentive to whatever was 
intrusted to him, he was gradually pro- 
moted until he became the Senate 
Postmaster. 
Among 
his 
warmest 
friends was Andrew Johnson, and when 
he was removed from office because he 
always spoke well of tiie Pre.^ident, Mr. 
Johnson appointed him Collector of 
Internal lievenue for the Fifth District 
of Maryland, which place he held until 
the Grant administration came into 
power. 
Entering into Maryland poli- 
tic.s, and thoroughly acquainted with 
parliamentary law, 
he w^as elected 
•Speaker of the House of Delegates and 
afterward State Senator. 
W^hen forty 
years of age he was elected United 
States 
Semitor, 
defeating 
Wil.iam 
rinckney Wliyte, who was the repre- 
sentative of the aristocratic element in 
Maryland. 
That element at once com- 
menced a merci]e-.s warfare against Mr. 
(.iorman, but he v^as in no wise daunt- 
ed, and in 1H80 he was re-elec ted Sen- 
ator by a large majorit.y. 
He is rather 
an under-sized, squarely built man, 
w.th jet-black hair, a Roman nose, a 
clean-shaven lace, very dark-blue eyes, 
antl a decisive manner. 
He is noted 
i'or his fidelity to his friends, and at the 
same time he often forgives those who 
have shamefully treated liim, but who 
come to ask favors of him. 
He did 
much toward securing tho election of 
^ir. Cleveland as President, and has 
had the satisfaction of see ng that what 
he did has been fully ap2>reeiated at 
the White House. 


It was a noteworthy fact that as the 
time approached for the selection of a 
candidate by the llepublicans, Ohio 
presented four names. General Grant, 
the conqueror of the rebellion, who 
was without experience, qualifications, 
or capacity as a civil ruler, was evi- 
dently tiie choice of the loyal people of 
tho North. 
The old Abolitionists and 
the national banks favored Cliief.Jus- 
tice Chase, who posses-^ed brains, per- 
sonal dignity, and ability to perform 
tho duties of the Executive, 
Stanton 
was the martyr-candidate of the con- 
t¡ a» tors, an unscrupulous man of action 
and decision, bold, audacious and un- 
shrinking; and the Western Reserve 
brought forwai'd bluff Ben Wade, feign- 
ing fanaticism and stoical virtue, but a 
mere mother of strong words and pro- 
fane epithets. 
A few spoke of a fifth 
Ohio candidate lor the nomination in 
(Central Sheridan, but he promptly sat 
down on every demonstration in his be- 
half "like a little man." It soon be- 
came evident that General Grant would 
be nominated. 
State Republican con- 
ventions, Union clubs, and newspapers 
of all political shades declared their 
preferences for (ieneral Grant, the 
New York Herald finally coming out 
for the "conqueror of tbe rebellion," 
with these lines bv Creneral Halpin 
(Miles O'iieilly) as a text. They after- 
ward became historic:

Vr lnio we nil in c horurf obant, 
l-'or next Pro^iidilit we nominate 
Our own Ulysses Grant.

W^hen Congress met in December, 
1S()(J, Representative James M. Ash- 
ley, of tlie Toledo district of Ohio, 
coinnjenced operations as chief 
ini- 
peacber of President Johnson. He had 
begun life at an early a.;e as a clerk on 
a trading-boat on the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi Rivers, driving sharp bargains 
^\ith the plantation darkies on the 
banks, in the exchange of cheap jewelry 
and gay calicoes tor cotton and eggs. 
Next lie undertook to learn the art and 
mvHtery of 
printing, studying 
law 
meanwhile, 
and 
finally 
located in 
Toledo, as tlie editor of a Democratic 
paper. 
He was not a success as an 
editor, and went from the sanctum into 
a drug store, where he put up prescrip- 
tions "at all hours of the night." Join- 
ing the Republican party in its infan y, 
he obtained an election to Congress, 
but tailed to create any seusation until 
he mounted tho hobby of impeach- 
ment, which enabled liim to advertise 
h mself gratuitously, without expense. 
He was a rather short, fat man, with a 
»lean-shaven face, and a large shock oí' 
bush}', light hair, which lie kept hang- 
ing over his forehead like a frowsy 
bang threatening to obstruct his vision. 
He passed mucli of his time in peram- 
bulating the aisles of the House, hold- 
ing short conferences with 
leiding 
Republicans, 
and casting 
constant 
glances into the ladies' gallery. A man 
of the lightest mental caliber and most 
insuilicient capacity, he 
constituted 
himself the chief impeacher, and as- 
sumed a position that should 
have 
been held by a strong-nerved, deep- 
bighted, able man. 


CJeorge Watterson, 
who died at 
Washington on the 4th of February, 
l->r)4, was one of the oldest and most 
esteemed citizens of the metropolis. A 
witness in early childhood to the laying 
of the corner-stone of the Ca])itol, he 
manifested throughout his life a con- 
stant devotion to the interests of the 
national metropolis. 
To h s early and 
uutiring labors, pursued through all 
vicissitudes, may be mainly ascribed 
the success of the great enterprise of 
erecting in this city the monument to 
the memory of the Father of his Coun- 
try by the contr butions of the people; 
and with that proud me < orial of a na- 
tion's gratitude his name is indissolubly 
associated. Honored by various public 
trusts, he discharged them all with 
abil ty, and in all displayed the sa • e 
strict integrity, diligence, and loyalty 
lo duty wlujh marked his character in 
private life. He was also distinguished 
for ilia love of letters, as manifested by 
his frequent compositions on moral, 
political, and literary subjects. Though 
ardent in temiierament, he was modest 
and unobtrusive in manner.

and with a dignified figure, the whole ¡ 
evpression of her face, from the broad 1 
torofaead, which showed ^ below her ' 
haur, worn in the old-fashioned atyl^ 


steward receired, midway in the le- 
past, a glass of Boman punch, which 
was nearly all potent St. Croi.x rum.

Paul Jones and the Teapot. 


In early days Kirkcudbright town 
was a port of some little importance, 
witli a foreign trade, and with ships 
th it often passed the Pillars of Her- 
cules and brought home the spoils of the 
East from the Levant. "Ane richtowne 
j full of merchandise was Kirkcaldy, ac- 
I cording to Hector Boece, and as re- 
j cently as the early part of the present 
j century Kirkcaldy had some trade with 
the W^est Indies, and casks of rum and 
.sugar and negro servants from the 
plantations were not unknown upon its 
(luays. 
A West Indian vessel hailing 
from Kirkcaldy was commanded by 
one Paul .Jones, son of the Earl of Sel- 
kirk, in St. Mary's Isle. 
Some diffi- 
culty with the carpenter of the ship, 
ending in the carpenter's violent death, 
was the cause, according to Paul's ene- 
mies, of Capt. Jones deserting his na- 
tive land and taking the side of the 
American colonists in their struggle 
with the mother country. 
How Paul 
Jones with his tiny squadron defied the 
naval power of England and insulted 
her flag along her own coasts is famil- 
iar to every reader of Cooper and Allan 
Cunningham. 
But a curious incident 
was the visit of the Captain to the 
scenes of his youth and his descent 
upon 
St. 
Mary's Isle, when 
the 
sailors cleared the Earl of Selkirk's 
I eaidence of its plate, carrying ofl' even 
the silver teapot from which the Count- 
ess was about to partake of her Bohea. 
In justice to Paul it must be said that 
he had not authorized the plunder, and 
he subsequently returned every article 
taken, including the 
silver 
teapot, 
which the Countess long preserved—tea 
leaves and all—as a memorial of the 
event. 
A story is in this (onnection 
told against the Burgesses of Kirkcud- 
bi'ight, how after long and earnest de- 
liberation, while the enemy's craft was 
lying in the bay, they summoned up 
resolution as night drew on to train a 
gun against the ship and even to fire it 
oft". Upon which, the rt^bel ship mak- 
ing no reply, the townspeople came to 
the conclusion that they had disabled 
her, and to complete the good work 
and send her altogether to the bottom 
they fired round after round till the 
morning's dawn revealed the fact that 
the rebel had sailed silently away, and 
that the objective of this cannonade, 
which seemed little the worse for its 
jiounding, was a tall rock that stood 
forth from the middle of the bay.—All 
the Year 
Round.

THE HIND9 WIDOW. 


There is hardly a class of living be- 
ings whose wretched condition appeals 
more strongly to the humane feelings 
of charitably disposed persons, and in 
whose woeful state there is more scope 
for the display of philanthropic efforts, 
than the widows among the Hindus, in 
India. 
Very few people in Europe 
have even the remotest idea of the 
miseries and horrors which Hindu wo- 
men undergo after the death of their 
husbands. 
The Hindus themselves do 
not fully know the sufferings of their 
w^idowed sisters and daughters; much 
less do they care to alleviate tbe hard- 
ships of their bereaved countrywomen, 
or to improve the general status of the 
female population of India. The cries of 
the helpless creatures who are doomed 
to lifelong widowhood hardly find an 
echo beyond the four walls of the In- 
dian zenana. 


The evils of widowhood in India are 
manifold, and the system of early mar- 
riage makea them tenfold intense. 
Among the Hindus, a boy who is hard- 
ly out of his teens is married to a girl 
who has barely passed twelve summers; 
and it often happens that a wife loses 
her husband soon after her marriage, 
and then she is initiated into the horrors 
of a widow's life ere she has passed her 
very girlhood. 
Even if the would-be 
husband, after the formal engagement 
has been made, dies before the cere- 
mony of marriage, the girl is condemned 
to widowhood for all her life. 


A Hindu woman's period of temporal 
happiness ceases, irrespective of her 
rank or wealth, directly she becomes a 
widow. 
W^hen a young man dies his 
parents and friends are in deep mourn- 
ing for him, expressing the greatest 
grief for hi^ untimely loss; but few 
people under.stand or care to compre- 
hend the utter wretchedness in which 
he leaves his young wife, who is yet too 
tender and inexperienced to bear with 
even the commonest hardship of this 
world. 
No sooner has the husband 
breathed his last than the young wife 
is made to give up all tokens of the 
married state, and to forego all pleas- 
ures and luxuries as utterly unsuitable 
for her present condition. 


The formal period of mourning for a 
widow in Bengal lasts for one month. 
During this time she has to prepare 
her own food, confining herself to a 
single meal a day, which consists of 
boiled coarse rice, simplest vegetables, 
ghi, or clarified butter, and milk. 
She 
is forbidden to do her hair, and to put 
any scent or oil on her body. 
She 
must put on the same cotton sari day 
and night, even when it is wet, and 
must eschew the pleasure of a bed, and 
lie down on the bare ground, or per- 
haps on a coarse blanket spread on it; 
in some cases she cannot even have her 
hair dried in tho sun after daily morn- 
ing ablution, which she 
must 
go 
through before she can put a particle 
of food in her mouth. 
The old women 
say that the soul of a man after his 
death ascends to heaven quickly and 
pleasantly in proportion to the bodily 
inflictions which his wife can undergo 
in the month after the death of her 
husband. Consequently, the new-made 
widow, if not for any other reason, at 
least for the benefit of the soul of her 
departed husband, must submit to con- 
tinuous abstinence and excruciating 
self-inflictions. 
The widow is, in fact, 
looked upon as the "evil one" of the 
house. 


In the Northwest Provinces of India 
widows suffer treatment far worse than 
that to which their sisters in Bengal 
are subjected. 


A widow among 
the 
respectable 
classes in this land of rigid Hinduism 
is considered and treated as something 
worse than the meanest criminal in the 
world. 
Directly after the death of her 
husband she is shunned by her relations 
and friends, and, as if her breath or 
touch would spread among them the 
contagion of her crime—the natural 
death of her husband—they do not 
even approach near her, but send tlie 
barbers' wives, who play an important 
part in all Hindu ceremonies, to divest 
her of all her ornaments and fineries. 
These mercenary persons often proceed 
to their task in a most heart-rending 
manner; but that is tbe command of 
their mistresses, and they must obey it. 
No sooner has the husband breatlied 
his last than these hirelings rush at 
their victim and snatch off her earrings 
and nose-rings. 


Ornaments plaited inf^ the hair are 
torn awaj', and if the arms are covered 
witli gold and silver bracelets, they do 
not take the time to draw them ofi' one 
b^' one, but holding her arm on the 
ground, they hammer with a stone un- 
til the metal, often solid and heavy, 
breaks in two; it matters not to them 
how many wounds are inflicted, even 
if the widow is but a child of six or 
seven, who does not know what a hus- 
band means; they have no pity. 


At the funeral the relatives of the 
deceased, male and female, accompany 
the corpse, and all, rich or poor, must 
go on foot, the women, with their veils 
drawn over their faces, following, and 
last comes the widow, preceded by the 
barbers' wives, who take great care to 
keep her at a respectable distance from 
the main body of the mourners, shout- 
ing out as they go along to w^arn the 
other people of the approach of the 
detested widow. 
Soon after the party 
reaches the river or tank, near which 
tbe cremation takes place, the widow is 
pushed into the water, and there she 
has to remain, in her wet clothes, away 
from all the other people, until the 
dead body has been burnt to ashes. 
And when all of them have started for 
homo the widow is led along by the 
barbers' wives, her clothes soaking 
wet, and she mutely bearing the rude- 
nesses of her barbarous guides. 
This 
custom is rigidly observed in all sea- 
sons and all circumstances. 
It some- 
times happens that if she is of delicate 
health she breaks down in the middle 
of her journey and falls dead. 
And 
death is her best friend then. 


When she returns home she must sit 
or he in a corner on the bare ground, 
in the same clothes, wet or dry, wh ch 
she wore at the time of her husband's 
death. 
She must be content with only 
one very scanty and plain meal a day, 
and must often completely abstain 
from all food and drink. 
Her nearest 
and dearest relations and friends shun 
her presence, as if she were an ac- 
i'ursed viper, and if ever they approach 
near her it is onl^to add fresh indigni- 
ties to her m i s e ^ l e lot. 
They make 
her the butt of the vilest abuses and 
the most stinging aspersions. 
She is 
a widow, and she must put up with 
her lot, and thus she drags on her mis- 
erable existence, with no ray of com- 
fort^^to cheer her sad soul, and no 
spark of pity to lighten her heavy 
heart. 


On the thirteenth day after the fun- 
eral the widow is allowed, after neces- 
sary ablutions, to change the elokhet 
thikt sh* hM ^om nnce her hiulMuid's 
B«r hiiid» whii& m 
«ofw«d 


Six weeks i^ter her hnsbsnd^s death 
the widow hfls a f s ^ to wear those 
clothes—the very sight of which sends 
a shudder through ner inmost soul— 
which she had put on for the first thir- 
teen days. 
She csn change them only 
on one condition, that she must go on 
a pilgrimage to the holy r.ver Ganges 
(which is often impossible on account 
of distance), and perform ablutions in 
its purifying waters. 
After that she 
has to wear the plainest cotto i dress, 
and live on the simplest single meal a 
day, only varied with frequent fasts. 


The widow who has no parents has 
to pass her whole life under the roof of 
her father-in-law, and then she knows 
no comfort whatever. 
She has to meet 
from her late husband's relations only 
unkind looks and unjust reproaches. 
She has to work like a slave, and for 
the reward of all her drudgery she only 
receives hatred and abhorrence from 
her mother-in-law and sisters-in-law. 
If there is any disorder in the domestic 
arrangements of the family, the widow 
is blamed and cursed for it. 
Even 
death cannot save a widow from indig- 
nities. 
For when a w^ife dies she is 
b;i7-nt m the clothes she had on. but a 
widow's corpse is covered with a coarse 
white cloth, and there is little ceremony 
at her funeral. 


T?a Drinkers' Di.seases, 


It is not a little curious that the dis- 
eases arising from the wrong use of tea 
shotild be met with in greater fre- 
tpiency in countries 
foreign to its 
growth. 
It might lîavo beea supposed 
that where production went on, there 
would be found those evils that attend 
the consttmution of tea in their great- 
est extent ; but such does not appear 
to be the case. 
The diseases due to tea 
are well known to doctors, but the 
public seem to be strangely inditicreut 
to the teachings of their medical ad- 
visers in these matters. 


Recently, in France, M. Eloy has 
reminded medical men how vast is the 
number of diseases owing an allegiance 
to the dominion,of Queen Tea. 
The 
list of headings in M. Eloy's paper is 
well calculated to arouse attention, 
and, we hope, to lead to some abate- 
ment 
of 
this widespread 
disorder. 
America and England are the two 
countries that are afilicted most with 
the malady arising from the excessive 
consumption of tea. 
Individuals may 
stifler in a variety of w^ays. It is cus- 
tomary to speak of acute, subacute and 
chronic "theism"—a form that has no 
connection with theological matters. 
It is possible to be a "theic" by pro- 
fession or a "theic" by passion. 


The predominance of nervous symp- 
toms is a characteristic of theism ; gen- 
eral excitation of the functions of the 
nervous system may bo observed ; or 
the weaknes.s may be noted more es- 
pecially in the brain as distinguished 
from the spinal cord. 
Perversion of 
the sense of hearing i3 not at all an 
uncommon symptom—patients hearing 
voices that have no real or object ve 
existence. 
The irritability that over- 
takes women ao frequently may some- 
times be clearly traced to an excessive 
indulgence in afternoon tea. 
It is a 
mistake to suppose that it is the poor 
seamstress who is the chief suflerer 
from theism. 
No doubt the tannin 
which tea that has been standing long 
contains does a great amount of mis- 
chief, but the derangement that it 
causes hardly belongs to that class of 
diseases with which we are at present 
concerned. 
Rather does theism be- 
long to that genus of disease in which 
morphinism, catieism and vanillism are 
found. 


The habit of tea drinking is one that 
grows on its victims like the similar 
ones of opium or alcohol. 
Taken in 
strict moderation, and with due pre- 
cautions in the mode of preparation, 
tea is like alcohol, a valuable stimu- 
lant; in its abuse there is also a certain 
analogy. 
There is hardly a morbid 
symptom which may not be traceable 
to tea as its cause. 
This is a fact that 
general practitioners often use to their 
own satisfaction and to their patient's 
advantage, if it happen to be that kind 
of patient who does not object to make 
some sacrifice in order to be rid of 
troubles.—Lancet. 


Oraiigeism. 


The society of the Orangemen w as 
founded in 1(VI5. 
The first lodge was 
formed in Armagh and the name was 
taken in honor of King William III., 
Prince of Orange. 
The object of the 
society 
was 
avowedly to 
uphold 
Protestant institutions and interests, 
and thus to counteract the Roman 
Catholic a.ssociations known as "Ihe 
Defenders." 
The two opposed socie- 
ties were soon involved in a fierce 
hostility, as nearly all of the peasants 
belonged to one or the otiier, and 
wherever they met in any numbers 
fighting and riots wero sure. 
Ihe or- 
der waned somewhat in the early days 
of the century, but in 1^S27, when the 
Duke of Cumberland became Grand 
Master, it revived. 
In 1828 and 182;) a 
number of fights occurred which were 
suppressed by the militia with difficulty. 
In 183') the British Parliament ordered 
an investigation of the association. 
It 
was found that thirty-four regiments 
of the army had Orange lodges; that 
there w^ere 14'),000 Orangemen in En- 
gland and 125,000 in Ireland. 
As the 
order was declared subversive of the 
pea -e of communities, Orange clubs in 
both England and Ireland were broken 
up in conformity with a resolution of 
the House of Commons. 
Orangeism 
was revived, however, in l.>45, and 
still exists largely in the British islands, 
though its professions there are for- 
bidden by law. 
It was introduced into 
British America in 1829, and as its 
meetings are not illegal there its po- 
litical influence is very great and its 
membership enormous. 
A number of 
lodges also exist in the United States. 


The Paper Tree. 


The principal material used in the 
manufacture of paper used in Tonkin 
is the paper tree, which grows in abund- 
ance on the mountains in the environs 
of Sontay. 
The dried bark is macer- 
ated and then rubbed up in mortars, so 
as to reduce it to a fine pulp, the latter 
being extended with a certain quantity 
of water, in order to form a clear paste 
which is sized with an infusion made 
from the shavings of the gomao tree. 
The paper is manufactured sheet by 
sheet, by* means of delicate bamboo 
screens, which the operators alternate- 
ly dip into the paste, tak ng out there- 
with a thin sheet of paper, which is de- 
posited upon a board. 
At the end of 
the day these sheets are put into a press 
in order to extract the moisture from 
them, and are then dried by placing 
them, one by one, upon a hot masonry^ 
wall, after which they are put up in 
pac^fes and trimmed. 
Each opera- 
tive makes 1,000 sheets »day. 
The 
thickness of tiie paper dependis on the 
eonsistency of th«pM^ and at one ee- 
teUiid^lM

eold bathing is salutary when a vigor- 
ous habit exists; it is injurious when 
tho general strength is too fceblo to ad- 
mit of reaction under its) influence. 
It- 


is also to be emplaned when llio systnm 
is relaxed by indolent habits, sleepless- 
ness, and menial unrest. During con- 
valescence from fevers and tedious ill- 
IICSSCM, its cautious nso is productive of 
gooil results. J'ersons who "take t-old" 
easily will rind th« dnily bath of cold 
water a nio.st effectual means of pre- 
vention. The corpulent need its fonie 
influence; the sumo mny properly bo 
said of the dyspeptic and those of tho 
so-called bilious temperament. _ 


Jinny who might prudently indulge 


in cold-water bathing do so at first with 
fear and trembling. Hut this reluc- 
ai co can easily be overcome. To lenvn 
to regard it as a luxury one should be- 
gin with tepid water, lowering tho tem- 
perature each day. 
A cold bath should 


always be of abort duration. Its bene- 
fit ia in tho first impression made on tho 
okin and 
nerves, 
Tho 
impression 


should always be sudden. The efl'ect ia 
then uniform. If the water is entered 
hesitatingly, the- blood is driven from 
tho lower extremities to tho upper 
purls. Tho shower-bath is especially 
advocated for its smitten and general 
shock, nnd its application to tho head. 
Very many lack tho conveniences of 
bathing, and yet none can be denied 
sponge baths. These are easily applied 
and are P. general luxury. Tho ancient 
theory that, after violent exercise, nnd 
while perspiring 
freely, 
the boily 


should bu allowed to eool before im- 
mersion is no longer accepted. 
It 


would certainly be judicious to exer- 
cise before bathing, the body's tempcr- 
uturo being 4Lus elevated and reaction 
after thu application of cold insured. 


Tho nvt'i-iige duration of the bath 


should be from five to ten minutes for 
children, lifteen minutes for women, 
and but litlle longer for men. To de- 
lay much bisyond those periods is a per- 
nicious practice, inviting debility and 
injury. 
On leaving the water the body 


should bo rubbed with a coarBO towel 
until the skin is boated and reddened. 
Afterward a brief brisk walk should bn 
liken. Those who feel weak and de- 
pressed would do well to take a cup of 
tea or coffee. 
Moru powerful stimu- 


lants should rarely bu used. 


After diving, or when tlm hoad has 


been submerged and (he nasal passages 
tare lilted with water, bathers will fre- 
quently make violent expulsive efforts 
to cli'itr them by closing Crrst one nns- 
trif and (ben the other.

ins been made, dies before the ccre- 


:o widowhood for all her life. 


A Hindu woman's period of temporal 


lappiness ceases, irreattectivo of her 
rank or wealth, directly she becomes a 
widow. 
When a young mau dies his 


larents and friends aro in deep mourn- 
ing for him, expressing tho greatest 
;rief for liin untimely loss; bnt few 
jeople understand or earn to compre- 
hend the utter wretchedness in which 
;io loaves his young wife, who is yet too 
lender and inexperienced to boar with 
pvcn tho commonest hardship of this 
•world. 
N'o sooucr has the husband 


breathed hio last than the youn^ wife 
is made to give up nil tokens of the 
married state, and to forego all pleas- 
ures and luxuries • as utterly unsmitablo 
lor her present condition. 


The formal period of mourning for a 


widow in Bengal lasts for one month. 
During this time sho has to prepare 
hor own food, couliuiug heiself to a 
single jnoal a day, which consists of 
boiled coarse rice, simplest vegetables, 
j,'hi, or claritifid butter, and milk. 
She 


is forbidden to do her hair, aad to put 
any scent or oil on hor body. She 
must put on the same cotton sari day 
aud night, even when it is wot, aud 
uni3t esuhcw the pleasure of a bed, and 
lie down on tho bare ground, or per- 
haps on a coarse blanket npread on it; 
in some cases aim cannot even have her 
hair dried in tho sun after daily morn- 
ing ablution, which sho 
must go 


through before she can put a partielo 
of food in hor mouth. 
The old women 


snv that the «oiil of a man after his 
death ascends to heaven quickly and 
pleasantly in proportion to the bodily 
iullictions which his wifo can undergo 
in tho month after the death of her 
husband. Consequently, the new-made 
,\vidow, if not for any other reason, at 
least for tint benefit of the soul of her 
dopitrted husband, must submit to con- 
tinuous abstinence and excruciating 
Helf-intlictious. 
The widow is, in fact, 


looked upon as tho "evil ono" of the 
house.

widows suffer treatment far worse than

classes in this land of rigid Hinduism 
in considered and treated as something 
worse than tho meanest criminal in the 
world. 
Directly after the death of her 


husband she is shunned by her relations 
ami friends, aud, as if hor bruath or 
touch would spread amoug them the 
contagion -of her crime — the natural 
death of her hunlmud— they do not 
'even approach near her, but scud the 
barbers' wives, who play au important 
part in all Hindu ceremonies, to dives 
her of all her ornaments and lincrics. 
These mercenary persons often proceed 
tu their task in a most liittrt-reuding 


their mistresses, and thoy must obey it. 
No sooner has tho husband, breathed 
his last than these hirelings rush at 


and nose-ring*;. 


Ornaments plaited iul^i tho hair are 


torn awav, and if tho arms aro covered 
with gold and silver bracelets, they do 
not take the tinin to draw them off one 
by ouo, but holding her arm on the 
ground, they hammer with a stone un- 
til the uiot'al, often (solid and heavy, 
bre.iks in two; it matters not to them 
how manv wounds aro intlictcil, even 
if thu widow is but a child of nix or 
seven, who does not know wlmt a hus- 
band means; they have no pity. 


At tlm funeral tho relatives of tho 


deceased, male aud female, accompany 
tlio corpse, and all, rich or poor, must 
go on foot, tho women, with their veils 
drawn over thoir faces, following, and 
last conn's tho widow, preceded by tho 
liarhprs' wives, who tako great euro to 
keep her at a respectable distance from 
tho main body of thu mourners, shout- 
ing out us thev go along to warn tlm 
other people "of tho approach of the 
det fitted widow. 
Koon after the party 


reaches tho river nr tank, near which 
tlie cremation takei place, the widow is 
pushed into the water, mid .there she 
li.m to remain, in her vet clothes, away 
from all the other people, until the 
dend bodv has bnen burnt to ashns. 
And when' all of them have started for 
homo the widow is lud along by tho 
hurbers' wives, lier clothes soaking 
wet, and she mutely bearing the rude 
nesses of her barbarous guides. Tina 
custom is rigidly oliservcil in all «ca- 


timos happens tliat if sho is of delicate 
health she breaks down in the middle 
of her journey and falls dead. And 
death is her best friend then. 


When she returns home she must sit
